The corrupt over-time practices, 
of which Cape Canaveral has of- 
fered the best ‘or worst) illustra- 
tions, also caused white-collar 
workers to give organizers a cool 
reception. The building trades, 
which maintain construction codes 
in many cities which are corrupt 
in that they are rigged to run up 
costs, also are cited by the CIO 
leadership as contributing as 
much to organized labor’s pres- 
ent plight as has automation. 


Merger in 1955 


The AFL and the mass produc- 
tion unions of CIO merged in 
1955. An all-out fight to get rid 
of Communist infiltration was fol- 
lowed by attacks on corrupt union- 
ists Dave Beck and James Hoffa. 
The latter’s union, with 1,500,000 
members, was expelled. Even 
taking this loss into account, no 
one in labor is happy over the 
figures which show that from a 
peak-of more than 14 million dues- 
paying members, the total now is 
estimated at 12,500,000, with losses 
continuing. The labor force, de- 


spite unemployment of more than | 


four million, is at a high level 
of 72,000,000 workers. 


Mr. George Meany, the rock- 
like chief of the combined union 
and an old AFL craftsman of un- 
impeachable personal reputation, 
has attempted to escape the spot- 
light by noting that Walter Reu- 
ther’s UAW and Dave McDonald's 
United Steel Workers haven’t been 
making any gains. This, of course, 
is true. 
Steel have been long hit by auto- 
mation and new techniques. That 
their unions should have shown 
growth during this period of at- 
trition is a most unlikely assump- 
tion and Mr. Meany’s criticism 
will hardly be taken seriously. 


Labor faced, at the Florida 
meeting, three realities. One is 
an internal problem. If the unions 
do not solve the often-lengthy in- 
ter-union conflicts of raiding and 
jurisdictional disputes, the one- 
big-union idea will break up and 
fragment into worse conflict and 
strife. In addition, these flaws 
have contributed to cost rises for 
which all union labor is receiving 
blame. Management moves more 
and more determinedly toward 
automation and techniques for 
displacing labor. 


Unmistakable Trend 


Second is the unmistakable 
trend in the complexion of the la- 
bor force. The so-called blue- 
collar worker is disappearing. The 
rate of his going certainly will 
not decline. It likely will accel- 
erate. The problem, therefore, is 
how will organized labor make it- 
self appealing to the growing mil- 
lions of white-collar workers, es- 
pecially in space and automation, 
to whom the old organizational 
techniques and arguments no long- 
er appeal. And since many of 
these honestly say to organizers 
that the image of organized labor 
is not attractive because of some 
of its practices, the challenge of 
reform is unmistakable. With 
management more and more prac- 
ticing so-called ‘‘social statesman- 
ship” in fringe benefits the union 
organizer finds his old bread- 
and-butter approach less and less 
fruitful. 


The third problem is that of the 
South. It is becoming more in- 
dustrialized. Its nonagricultural 
workers have the lowest percent- 
age of organized membership. 
Both the AFL and CIO, before 
and since the merger, have failed

PALM BEACH, Fla.—President 
John F. Kennedy, summoning five 
of his principal staff members 
from Washington, started work 
Tuesday on his State-of-the-Union 
message and checked over the 
new budget he will present to 
Congress next month. 


The President worked for about 
three hours with his staff. These 
talks were expected to continue 
Wednesday and possibly into 
Thursday. 


The budget Kennedy will sub- 
mit for the year beginning next 
July 1 is reported to be in bal- 
ance at a level of more than $92 
billion. This would be more than 
$3 billion above this year’s outlay. 


Requests for obligational au- 
thority may be in the range of 
$100 billion for the year. The au- 
thority of the government to obli- 
gate funds does not mean they 
will be spent within the fiscal 
year. 

The obligational authority would 
include $2 billion of standby au- 
thority for enlargement of the 
Monetary Fund and $3 billion for 
possible expansion of the Export- 
Import Bank’s operations.

Egypt Cuts 


Yemen Tie, 


Ends UAR 


CAIRO, Egypt ‘AP)—President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser Tuesday 
severed Yemen's federation with 
Egypt. 


The move ended the United 
Arab States, an organization 
formed by Yemen's association in 
March 1958 with the original 
United Arab Republic of Egypt 
and Syria, proclaimed the month 
before. 


The federation with Yemen, a 
backward Red Sea nation of some 
four million, was a limited asso- 
ciation involving only defense, 
economic and cultural affairs. 


Syria broke out of the U. A. R. 
in a military revolt last Sep- 
tember. Egypt’s break with Yem- 
en had been expected since Nas- 
ser publicly assailed Yemen, 
Jordan and Saudia Arabia in a 
speech last Saturday. He accused 
them of opposing his socialization 
program. 

The statement announcing the 
break said there was nothing com- 
mon in “the nature of the 
U. A. R.-Yemen governments to 
make the federation between 
them an effective political instru- 
ment able to contribute positively 
in strengthening the Arab strug- 
gle.” 


The move was seen as another 
sign of Nasser’s determination to 
accelerate his program of reforms 
in the wake of the Syrian revolt 
as a means of strengthening his 
shaken position. 


Yemen is one of the world’s 
most reactionary monarchies and 
Nasser could hardly stand as an 
apostle of progress tied to it. 

In the federation, Nasser and 
Yemen’s ruler Imam Ahmed, 
were theoretically copresidents.

Fulton Comptroller John F. Still, a man with a 
steely glint in his gray eyes, a purposeful walk and a 
stable disposition, admited Tuesday that his nerves are 


made of jelly. 


Still's annual judgment day is 
approaching, and he'll be the 
first to tell you, “I'm scared.”’ 


He fears that this year he may 
have made the big mistake in 
guessing how much the county 
will collect in taxes and other 
revenues for the last 10 working 
days of the year. 


He had to estimate the amount 
in order to present the tentative 
budget which the commissioners 
adopted last week—$22,911,198 for 
1962, about $62,000 higher than 
the 1961 budget.

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® The Plague That 
Didn't Happen 


It is time now to finish the story of a medical 
medodrama. All Atlantans were the players. The 
city’s doctors were the heroes. And after hair- 
breadth danger we have come to a happy ending which historians 
ought to note and name as the plague that man defeated. 

It started last spring in a quiet laboratory of the federal govern- 
ment’s Communicable Disease Center here. Researchers had been 
doing some routine stool cultures in thickly populated areas of Atlanta. 

But what they saw through their microscopes shocked and alarmed 
them. Almost accidentally they had found polio Type III virus in 30 
per cent of the first 5,000 cultures. 

They hastened to take more samples. The dread fact was con- 
firmed: Five to seven per cent is normal: the 30 per cent positive 
cultures which were found in sections of Atlanta showed this city was 
sitting on the powderkeg of a polio epidemic that was threatening to 
strike down several hundred children.

The researchers gave the alarm. And the doctors moved. At- 
lanta witnessed a remarkable mass effort by local medical men to 
join themselves into a common shield standing between 200,000 chil- 
dren and the approaching scourge of polio. But could hundreds of 
thousands of parents be moved to mass action? 

Dr. John Venable of the State Health Department went directly 
to the originator of the Sabin oral vaccine and procured 200,000 doses— 
almost the whole national supply—for Atlanta. Salk vaccine was used, 
too, but there wasn't much time for the series of shots. 

The problem now passed to the public. 

Working literally against the clock and the calendar with the 
summer polio season fast approaching, the Fulton County Medial 
Society under Dr. J. G. McDaniel dropped professional reticence 
and turned to every medium of communication to educate Atlanta

parents on the absolute necessity of crash vaccination.

The local, state and federal doctors organized, manned and ram- 
rodded the program. And an extraordinary exhibition of unity in 
crisis ensued. Atlanta parents responded. 

From late in June to August, nearly nine out of ten of the chil- 
dren and young adults in greater Atlanta were vaccinated against

If any community the size of Atlanta has ever responded to such 
an emergency program on the massive scale seen here in those few 


days, we have not read of it. 


The ending was as dramatic as the crisis. 
The city had one polio case in March, one in April, two in May, 
two in June, six in July, one in August, and none since. 


The epidemic was stopped. 


“It is the opinion of the experts in epidemiology,’’ Dr. McDaniel 
says, ‘‘that had we not put on this program, we would have had a 
minimum of 200 cases of polio in the city.”

Amateur Became 


Real Pro Quickly 


WASHINGTON—At this season, when an old 
year is departing and a new year is about to be- 
gin, drama critics look back to pick the ‘‘best”’ 


play and film writers the “‘best’’ movie. This political critic joins the 
game by presuming to pick the man of the year of the Kennedy 
Cabinet. My personal nomination is Robert S. McNamara, the sec- 


retary of defense. 


When he took oath last Janu- 
ary all the rules suggested that 
here was the man least likely to 
be able to succeed — in the most 
difficult, most essentially unman- 
ageable government department 
in Washington, the vast, seething, 
echoing Pentagon. 


His connection with President 
Kennedy, until the very day of 
his appointment, had been prac- 
tically nil. He knew little of the 
jungles of official Washington, 
where the _ sabre-toothed tiger 
wears pants — or a party dress— 
instead of stripes. 

He was going to head a multi- 
billion-dollar enterprise where the 
civilian bureaucrats usually tend 
to join the generals and admirals 
in one thing anyhow: A mutual 
distrust of “outsiders.” 


Right away, however, he began 
to prove that he had not reached 
the presidency of the Ford Motor 
Company before his 45th birthday 
simply because Ford liked 
the way he combed his rather 
sparse hair. 

He set out to tame the military 
prima donnas, the generals and 
admirals, without terrorizing them 


or breaking their spirits. 


He took hold of the Pentagon 
and somehow made that incred- 
ibly hulking monster work as few 
had done before him. 


He took the lead, under the 
President’s direction, in revising 
an all-or-nothing national military 
policy which had depended almost 
wholly on the ultimate atomic 
weapons. He supplanted this with 
a policy which is making us capa- 
ble of fighting any kind of war, 
anywhere. 

He advised the President when 
his advice was asked. Otherwise, 
he tended to his own shop. 

Most of all, he stayed out of 
partisan politics and just did his 
job. His problems, of course, are 
far from over. 


There will be much howling in 
the nighttime over Pentagon short- 
comings, as there has been in the 
past. But it can be fairly said 
of McNamara that he has come 
closer than any previous secre- 
tary of defense, except for the 
late James Forrestal, to achiev- 
ing a task which is basically im- 
possible — running a good rail- 
road at the Pentagon.

— Eisenhower can list a number of gifts which are 
unusual in three particulars—their source, their lavishness and the 
short time required for their manufacture. Outgoing presidents have 
had rich gifts from their successors before. But seldom have these 
come so quickly and in such abundant measure as those which Gen. 
Eisenhower found in his stocking when he arose at Palm Desert, 
Calif., on Christmas morning. Usually delivery by an opposition Santa 
Claus is made at the slow pace of history. 


But it was only a few months 
after the general left office that 
his successor’s secretary of de- 
fense remarked to reporters that 
there was no “missile gap’’ be- 
tween the offensive potential of 
the Soviet Union and that of the 
United States. John F. Kennedy 
as a candidate for president in 
1960 had often referred to this as 
a fact which, even with the ac- 
celerated program he promised, 
could not be closed before it had 
become an active threat to the se- 
curity of the United States. 


The disturbance created in ad- 
ministration circles by Secretary 
McNamara’s en passant remark 
caused him to reject the inter- 
pretation that his statement plain- 
ly invited. But not long afterward 
it was the official line of the ad- 
ministration. 

This was the first Christmas 
gift from the Democrats that was 
marked for delivery to Gen. Ei- 
senhower. But others. were not 
long in production. 

Kennedy as the 1960 candidate 
had, for example, appraised the 


economic strength. But not many 
months passed before the Presi- 
dent was assuring Congress, the 
American people and the United 
Nations that this nation is strong 
enough to repel and devastate any 
enemy who ventures to attack it, 
and that the base of our economy 
is the soundest in the world. 

When the Kennedy administra- 
tion is under heavy attack for a 
foreign policy, it seeks to demon- 
strate, by official statement or 
helpful unofficial hint, the identity 
of this policy with Eisenhower's. 
There are two good illustrations 
of this: Cuba and the Congo. 

After the President’s refusal of 
air cover to the anti-Castro inva- 
sion, already nearing the shores 
of Cuba, that this government had 
trained, doomed any chance of 
the invasion’s success, the word

Georgia Tech — It was with 
great interest that I read C. L. 
Sulzberger’s article on John Da- 
vies-in-exile. Mr. Davies is un- 
doubtedly a talented ‘‘creator of 
modern furniture and novel col- 
or prints,’ but as a diplomat suc- 
ceeded only in demonstrating his 
skill at committing costly blun- 
ders. Davies was not, as Sulzber- 
ger would have it, ‘‘a mistreated 
public servant,” nor was he a vic- 
tim of McCarthy's ‘‘conquest”’ of 
the Department of State; he was, 
at best, inept and gullible. 

In an attempt to set the record 
straight, it should be noted that 
Mr. Davies, wartime secretary 
at the embassy in China, consist- 
ently urged that this government 
support the Chinese Communists 
and thereby “align ourselves be- 
hind the most coherent, progres- 
sive and powerful force in China.” 
In official dispatches to the State 
Department, he recorded his dis- 
taste for the Nationalist govern- 
ment under Chiang Kai-shek and 
his admiration for the ‘‘moder- 
ate’’ and ‘‘nationalistic’’ Chinese 
Communists. 

Noting the rapid growth of Com- 
munist power in 1943-1944, Davies

Atlanta—The President’s liber- 
alization of textile machinery de- 
preciation schedules was initiated 
to quicken the pace of spending 
for more efficient equipment. Ad- 
mittedly, and regrettably, this 
will cost jobs. 

What has been the chief reason 
for the decline in textile employ- 
ment in the United States since 
1948? The answer is simply that 
the U.S. government has failed 
and refused to place reasonable 
quantitative controls on textile 
imports. Since this policy is still 
in effect, the job loss will ob- 
viously continue. 

Even if U.S. textile manufac- 
turers were twice as efficient as 
overseas competitors, the cost dis- 
advantages in wage rates and 
cotton subsidies would make it 
mathematically impossible for 
them to produce at near equal 
prices. 

This fact should not be forgot- 
ten as the President and his aides 
continue their implementation of 
his seven-point program to assist 
the U.S. textile industry and the 
people who work in it.

WASHINGTON—If some foreign diplomats do not carry home with them the 
idea of Washington as a gay, sophisticated international capital, it could be 
because the District Building won’t let them. The District Building, an overblown, 


carefully bird-proofed edifice, which is the home of the city government, is only a few blocks away 
from the White House. Spiritually, it is in another world. 


The Kennedy administration 
may believe in dash, informality 
and cordiality. The District 
Building believes in regulations. 
Literal minds are at work there, 
and they will, like the Freedom 
Riders, not be moved. 

A representative of Her Maj- 
esty’s government, a first secre- 
tary at the British Embassy, 
mildly suggested that he was 
not subject to a $1.62 penalty 
charge on his water-sewer bill.

It could not, of course, 
be done. The president of the 
Board of Commissioners, Wal- 
ter N. Torbriner, indicated in 
a letter to Duke that he and 
his colleagues have nothing 
against the larger life as such. 

‘However, if the Department 
of State feels that an exemption 
is required in the interests of 
the United States in respect of 
its relations in international af- 
fairs, | am authorized on be- 
half of the Board of Commis- 
sioners to advise you that if the 
Department of State requests 
the Congress to amend an ap- 
plicable statute so as to spe- 
cifically authorize an exemption, 
we will not object.”’

The final contract of four 
spades was sound enough, tho 
most players would prefer to raise 
to three no trump with the South 
hand in preference to rebidding 
spades. 


West opened the six of hearts, 
and East cashed two tricks in 
that suit. At this point he became 
remorseful over his failure to 
double, for with the ten of spades 
in dummy it appeared physically 
impossible to prevent his winning 
two trump tricks. It all seemed 
like a mirage to East when de- 
clarer so skillfully managed his 
cards as to hold the defense to 
only one trick in spades. 


At trick three East exited with 
the jack of clubs. Declarer 
grabbed the ace and then led to 
the king of spades and received 
the jarring news that East had 
what appeared in print to be two 
sure trump tricks. With a little 
reflection declarer reached the 
conclusion that his cause was not 
utterly hopeless and that the hand 
could be won if East had to fol- 
low to four rounds of diamonds, 
a remote holding to be sure. 


He, therefore, ran the diamond 
suit and was gratified to learn 
that East had four diamonds. De- 
clarer discarded his two small 
clubs and then ruffed a club as 
East followed. When the ten of 
hearts was now led from the 
closed hand and a discard made 
from dummy, East was down to 
nothing but spades and ruffed in 
with the seven. In this position, 
East holding Q-9-8 of spades was 
burdened with the lead and could 
not prevent declarer from taking 
the balance, because the forced 
lead of the eight permitted dum- 
my to win with the ten.
